Milk In Trouble 


Dairy farming still is tlie most impoi-Unt part of 
Upper Peninsula farming. Out of a total farm income 
of more than $16 million, milk production suppliea about 
$10 million. Beef farming and poUto fanning ai-e grow­ 
ing, but they’re not in the local big leagues yet with 
dairy farming — despite all its pix)blems — as an in­ 
come producer. 


The number of U. P. dah-y farms has shrunk by 
more than half in I'ecent yeai*s, but dairying still is Mr. 
Big here on the farms. The 493 dairy fai*ms selling 
their milk under the U. P. Milk Marketing Order in 
November got S502.000 for it. compared with $390,000 
in November a year ago. The smaller number of pix)- 
ducers (down from 510 a year ago) sold are milk (9.3 
million pounds compai*ed with 8.5 million pounds). Tlie 
average income per individual producer rose in the 
year from $178 to $238 a week.

The Mend (average) price paid for milk under the 
U. P. Order rose fi-om $4.33 a hundi*edweight in Novem­ 
ber 1965 to $5.13 last month. That’s a husky gain and 
the nsing price is the chief exjdanation for reversal of 
the long decline in milk production. It has been going 
down for a long time. Farmers saw no daylight ahead 
in dairying; they turned to other ventures. But with a 
price of $5.25 hundredweight for Class 1 (drinking) 
milk (in Escanaba-Iron Mountain, add 20c in Mar­ 
quette) they took heart and increased produetion. 


Last week there was a cloud over this brj^htening 
picture. The National Farmers Organization in its na­ 
tional convention in the Milwaukee Arena voted a milk 
strike. NFO’s leaders were authorized to call for with­ 
holding of milk at the farm to dry up the suonly and 
force the dairy industry to contract vith the NFX) for 
a milk supply at higher prices. NFO is asking $6.05 for 
bottling milk and $5 a hundredweight for milk for 
> manufacture into cheese, butter, etc. It would be about Labor Wins And Loses

MADRID (AP> - Generalissi­ 
mo Francisco Franco emerged 
today fram Spaki's second na- 
tkMtal referendum in 90 years 
with smaehing support for his 
■government 
reorganizati<Mi 
plans and new strength from 
which to negotiate Spain’s fu­ 
ture relatk>ns with the rest of 
Western Europe. 


More than 17 million Span­ 
iards—85 per cent of those eligi­ 
ble to vote — apparently said 
"si” in the nationwide vote 
Wednesday on Franco’s pro­ 
gram aiiich may lead to a dem­ 
ocratic monarchy for Spain. 


Even 
Franco’s 
.staunchest 
su i^ rters w ^e amazed at the 
result. Although the government 
utilized press and propaganda 
facilities to the fullest to muster 
support and relentlessly muz- 
rled oppositk» forces calling for 
a voters’ boycott, the most opti­ 
mistic prevoting prediction was 
a favorable response trom 80 
per cent of those voting, instead 
96 per cent of those voting voted 
yes. 


The heavy pro-Franco vote 
was likely to dismay potential 
cpposition groups seeking an 
early end to the 27-year-old dic­ 
tatorship. 


It was expected to have an 
equally s tro ^ efiect abroad, 
whera complaints that the Span­ 
ish people are denied liberty aa 
it is known in some democratie 
countries haa kept S}>ain from 
membership in the PJuropean 
Conunon Market and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization.
